THE Opera of Semiramide was repeated here last evening to a very

The veteran Lindley and the party of vocalists, includiug Mrs. Loder, 
Miss Bruce Wyatt, Signor Sola, and Hobbs, with whom he is making 
a provincial tour, performed last night at a concert in this town, but even 
the talent of the great violoncello player fail to attract; the room was 
not well attended. Lindley played a fantasia delightfully, and was most - 
enthusiastically applauded ; a fantasia on the pianoforte by Miss D’Eg- 
ville, was also received favourably ; and an encore was bestowed on Miss 
Bruce Wyatt in her song of “ Comin’ thro’ the Rye.” Mr. J. Wallack 
met with good success at the Theatre. He took a Benefit, and was 
honoured with a good house —From a Brighton Correspondent. 

The Alma.—A version of the Alma is in a forward state of prepara- 
tion as the Adelphi Theatre. Madame Proche Giubilei, of Her Majesty’s 
Theatre, will sustain the principal character. 

De Beriot has accepted his new appointment by M. Auber, president 
of the Conservatory of Music, as professor of the violin to that institu- 
tion, in the room of M. Baillot, recently deceased. He has arrived in 
Paris from Brussels. 

Liszt, the celebrated pianist, has got himself into hot-water with the 
greater portion of the. French press, in consequence of having sung at 
his recent concerts in Berlin two or three national German songs, which 
are supposed toreflect on the French nation; and these sung by one, in 
their own words, “ Lui quila France a tiré de la poussiére,” (whom 
France has raised from the scum of the earth). The Figaro of Berlin, 
and the Gazette de Dusseldorf, take Liszt’s part. 

Fanny Ellsler and the Académie Royale.—We are informed, the 
agent of Fanny Ellsler has been endeavouring to arrange matters be- 
tween that lady and the Academie Royale ; more especially that part of 
the breach which relates to the heavy damages obtained against her, 
but as yet without effect. We believe he now despairs of doing so, there 

being another petticoat in the case. Fanny offered to clear off all old 
scores by dancing for the Academie 25 nights gratis. 

New York.—Park Theatre.—Mr. Simpson has much reason to be 
sati fied with the success he has met with since the re-opening of Old 
Drury. He has, indeed, at no little expence, engaged many talented 
players, who have heretofore been regarded as stars; and, where in 
former times, we were favoured with the light of one only at a time, we 
now behold some half dozen shining in conjunction with each other. This 
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state of things renders a visit tothe play at this time peculiarly enter- 
taining, and any one may very safely consider his money very judiciously 
expended, when he only pays seventy-five cents for a capital seat at the 
Park Theatre. We are not to speak of those stars who have heretofore 
shone in the theatrical firmament, but cannot omit to mention Miss Ayres 
in the character of Lady Gay Spanker. Truly the audience were sur- 
prised as well as delighted. We had looked upon her as equal to wait- 
maids, intriguing chamber-maids, and such-like—but never had an idea 
that she could by possibility play the English hunting lady. — New York 
Morning Post, 3rd Sept.

‘Tuesday, stroll to view the magnificent and numerous additions just added to 
MAbAME ‘l'ussaun’s elegant Exhibition, Golden Corinthian Saloon, Baker-street, 
Portman-square :—An Historical Group, in Magnificent Armour, the Prince and 
Princess Royal, in their splendid cot, the King of Prussia, Commissioner Lin and 
his Consort, the gorgeous Robes of George the Fourth designed by himself at a 
cost of 18,0001, &c.—This exhibition is crowded daily with the elite of society. 

In the evening got the best shilling’s worth I ever paid for in my life at the 
Roya, ADELAIDE GALLERny, Lowther Arcade, Strand, where indeed all the arts 
and sciences me! me with open arms—a graud f'romenade Concert, vocal and in- 
strumental, supported by the first performers of the day, followed by a popular Lec- 
ture on the Bude and Drummond Lights, —- saw the humerous effects of theLaughing 
Gas—the wonderful Gas Microscope, and 30 magnificent Dissolving Views. 

Wednesday, visit the Chinese Collection, St. George’s Place, Hyde Park Corner. 
It consists of objects exclusively Chinese, comprising upwards of 50 figures as 
large as life, in their native costume, from the highest mandarin to the mechanic ; 
and replete with articles illustrative of their manufactures, habits, and domestic 
arrangements.— This exhibition is well worthy of inspection. 

Thursday, dropped into the Lowrner Bazaar, in the Strand—in addition to 
the usual accessories of such a place, is a Cosmorama fitted up with so much in- 
genuity that the spectator, with a very slight help from the fancy, might imagine 
that he was looking from some real cavern upon some of the most exquisite scenes 
on England’s coast. ‘The articles are unusually reasunable, and the greatest ci- 
vility characterizes the establishment. It is very well attended, and to those who 
have not heard the Euterpeon it will be a great treat—there is no charge.

Grand Hotel, King Street, Covent Garden, quite delighted with the excellence of 
the singing—commences every evening at ten o’clock. When Mrs. P. is out of 
town, stay a week, and only pay a guinea for bed and breakfast. I’m always to 
be found on Saturday, at half-past five, at the Convivial Dinner held here. 

Friday, call at the Foreign and British Gallery, 213, Piecadilly, (late Lucca 
Gallery,) to admire a magnificent collection of Paintings, consisting of upwards 
of Forty original and authenticated First Class Gallery and Cabinet Pictures, in- 
cluing two original and authenticated Cartoons by Raffaelle, valued at upwards 
of 20,0001. with the works of the following great masters :—Michael Angelo 
Buonarotti, Titian, Guercino, Rubens, Paul Potter, Correggio, Baroccio, &c. 
These Paintings form a most intersting exhibition. 

Saturday, I examine Miss Linwoop’s curious NeedleWork, Leicester Square—
